Andrew Paxman was a native 
of Raymond, and was highly re¬ 
spected by all who knew him 
and his sudden death will be 
mourned by all. lie was amongst 
the first to enlist from Raymon v 
in the Great War aand serve ’ 
from 1914 until the Armistice 
making r. very brilliant record 
and receiving several decorations 
for bravery in that time. 

He was not in the best of 
health after returning hon e, be¬ 
cause of his service for his conn 
try, but was able to carry rn his 
usual work. He was accustomed

FELLOW MAN ! 

More and more it seems, we 
*i* getting to the idea that the 
old man i, said to have oxpie-s- 
•d in the words, “All the world 
ar t queer but thee and me, and 
sometimes 1 think thou art a 
wee bit queer.” It would np- 
pwsr that our confidence in our 
leiiow man is diminishing, and 
that we iee? that everyone is 
trying to skin us, and "e av® 
the only honest ones left 

Yery, very, regreettable, for 
it robs lite of its sweetest joys 
to live with feeling s of mistrust 
toward our fellovvmen. It we 
could apply a little more of the 
gospel, “Judge not, tint ye be 
not judged,” life would be infin¬ 
itely sweeter. And what feel¬ 
ings of mistrust and doubt are 
we implanting in the minds of 
our children because of our 
habitual expressing db belief 
and mistrust in our fellowmen. 

Let u s illustrate. A few days 
ago in our town, two small 
boys wer© in a certain shop, and 
on completion of a transaction 
with the proprietor of the shop, 
the one asked the price, and on 
the business man stating his 
price, the other lad chimed in 
and said, “you sure know how 
to hold people up don’t you ” ' 
The shop man asked him whac ( 
he knew about it, if he knew 
the price of the commodity ! 
cost of rent, light, and the doz- ^ 
en and one other things that i 
enter into the operation of .a f 
business. Of course the lad \ 
said no, and naturally he was ( 
repeating what h c had been 7 
hearing in his home, likely at < 
breakfast, dinner and supper for ] 
months. Parents, what will be ^ 
the outcome of your children , 
who grow up to manhood and 
womanhood with this spirit of ] 
fault finding, mistrust and dis- , 
lielief. r 

Ninety-nine times cut of ev- < 
ery hundred when we pass our J 
judgment, if we would pause j 
long enough to examine facU f 
and learn the truth, we would 
not judge, because w e would r 
discover that our fellow man ^ 
was simply trying to play the G 
game fair and honorable, and t 
make an honest profit from I D g 
labor or his turnover, or his hi- £ 
vestment, whichever the case \ 
may be. A blacksmith may b* f 


a lie smith, and may understand 
his business thoroughly, but hc 
would be a poor person to pass 
wise judgment on the ethics 
and practices of the dry goods 
merchant for example, l>eeauso 
of his lack of knowledge of the 
items that enter into the dry 
goods business which are absol¬ 
utely foreign to the blacksmith 
trade. And so we could go on 
with various trades, etc. 

So, friends, if we are in the 
habit of thinking that everyone 
we try to deal with is trying bis 
level best to skin us, let us 
shake off that feeling, because 
frequently when we carry that 
attitude, we tempt the man we 
deal with to try and skin us to 
live up to the roputnttion we 
have formed in our mind re¬ 
garding him. It’s a long lane 
that has n n turn, and very *>i 
ten the man who assume* to 
know the hue points of every¬ 
one else’s business but his own. 
awakes to the sorrowful realis¬ 
ation that in trying to prevent 
others from fleecing him, he has 
fleeced himself because he h;.? 
turned his fellow men Against 
him, and after all what i* life 
without our friends, ar.d tl --e 
wh 0 help us to carry our cron¬ 
es in tlie dark and dread f rl 
hours of our Gethsnmane. 

“Judge not that y e be not 
judged,” and “Do unto others 
as you would the other* shoulr. 
do unto you,” are gems of the 
Master’s teaching that would 
stand a great deal more use in 
our ’ives than most of u, subject 
them to. 


WHAT OF THE CONSUMER? 


Not so many years ago there 
were to be found on the Quiet 
well-shaded streets of the towns 
and smaller cities of older Can- 
ado substantial residences or 
comfortable proportions distin 
guished by mansard roofs and 
sin rounded by park-like grounds 
where an iron stag or two might 
be noted among the shrubbery. 
These, for the most part, were 
the»homes of the local merchants 
or small manufacturers; they 
wer e the leading citizens of the 
emmunity. socially and financial 
ly. In thp larger cities the com¬ 
mercial districts were dominat¬ 
ed by large warehouse* where 
the wholesalers, then playing a 
highly important part in the 
commercial world, operated. 
These were the days whei\ whole 
salers and retailers and smalll 
manufacturer* formed thiee im¬ 
portant links in production and 
distribution. 

Then developed the era of 
mass production: with huge in¬ 
dustrial plants located conveni¬ 
ent to cheap power and raw mar 
terials—rather than labor; with 
growing pressure to reduce the 
cost o*f distribution and eliminate 
the wholesaler as an uneconomic 
factor; and with the replacing

p good, available and lower prices. 

’ Economic trends and economic 
fashions swing only *o far in 

* one direction before swing.-.g 
in the other, however. We now 
hav e <at Ottawa an investiga¬ 
tion of business methods ar.d 
business condition*, the ramifi 

* cations of which are vague aid 
uncertain but which had it* in¬ 
spiration in an apparently na- 

1 tion-wide agitation against the 
chain store, which in th n pub¬ 
lic mind represents ihe highest 
development of the theory and 
sj'stem of mass production anc 1 
mass distribution — the theory 
of the machine era. 

Without endeavoring to deal 
with the main question which 
the Ottawa investigation app¬ 
ears to be confronted with—that 
is the advantages to the com¬ 
munity as a whole of low retail 
prices to the consumer as op¬ 
posed to the old condition of 
prosperous merchant citizens 
and perhaps a greater volume 
of local employment—there is 
the interesting and significant 
situation that nothing is heard 
of the consumer in whose inter¬ 
ests the whole evolution of in¬ 
dustry and trade of the past 
few decades was brought about. 

Apart from the abuses which 
havo crept in, particularly 
during the recent period of reck 
less properitv—and which f'r 
the most part can be dealt with 
under the anti-combines, min- 
imm wage and other legislation 
already on the statute books — 
the Ottawa Committee can hard 
ly evade the question as to 
whether the public is prepared 
to pay higher prices all along 
the bn* to restore the small in¬ 
dividual retail establishment tr 
prosperity a s opposed t ( > the 
mail order houses big depart¬ 
mental stores and chain mer¬ 
chandising organizations. This 
is the fundamental problem. 
The departmental stores in the 
big cities, the chain stores in 
the smaller centres, and the 
mail order houses catering lar¬ 
gely to the rural population, hv 
providing n direct connection 
with big scale manufacturer*, 
have, through the reduction of 
costs and profits, made possible 
the distribution to the pubi c of 
merchandise and foodstuffs at 1

Bank of Montreal Crop 

Report Shows Wide 
Variety of Conditions 


GENERAL. Wide varietions 
as regards seasonal conditions 
and the progress of agricultural 
operatiions exist in the several 
parts of the Dominion. In Brit¬ 
ish Columbia vegetation an 1 
well advanced seeding reflect a 
spring three weeks earlier than 
usual. In the Prairies .seeding is 
general. In Ontario farming op¬ 
erations are two weeks later 
than average and germination 
is backward. In Quebec, Province 
ploughing has commenced but it 
will be two weeks before seeding 
becomes general In the Marit¬ 
ime Province s spring operations 
generall are only beginning. The 
Prairies are making a fail* start 

regards moisture, this having 
been above normal in the three 
Provinces, although subsoil res¬ 
erves are still lacking over large 
areas of south and we>t central 
Saskatchewan and in southwest¬ 
ern Manitoba. Present indicat 
ions on the prairies point t,o a 
reduced wheat acreage and an 
increase in fodder crops. In 
Ontario cold weather has taken 
a fairly heavy toll of fall wheat 
necessitating much replanting. 
Details in respect to the 'various 
Provinces follow— 

PRAIRIE PROVINCES 

ALBERTA Northeastern area 
Spring work started in mid Apr. 
a nd seeding is about .35 p.c com¬ 
pleted. Southeastern Area. Seed 
ing is well over 50pc completed, 
moisture conditions are fair a nd 
soil drifting has been checl-od 
by rain. Western Are i Sscdir;** 
is genral and sugar beet seeding 
is nearing completion. SASk.- 
has just started. The s?edb?d is 
satisfactory and prospects gen¬ 
erally are favourable. Southern 
Area. Seeding is general with 
reseeding necessary in some or- 
ens owing to damage from win¬ 
ds. There is sufficient subsoil 
moisture for germination, but 
little/ reserve, and the top sol] is 
very dry. Manitoba. Seed ; ng iis 
well under way Initial moisture 
conditions gcneaMy are good, but 
but subsoil reserves are lacking 
in tl e southwestern area. Prev-

d Tl 
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ailing* cold weather and high 
winds hve not been lavourable 
to growth. Pastures are back¬ 
ward and some localities are 
short of feed. 

PROVINCE OF QUEBEC 

Pastures have wintered well 
but warm weather and rain are 
necessary to promote growh. 
The extreme winter has caused 
some damag t n fruit trees. The 
maple syrup yield was, hardly up 
to normal but the quality is re¬ 
ported better than average. 

PROVINCE OF ONTARIO 

Seeding will be fairly general 
in anothei ten days. Meadows 
have been adversely affected in 
many districts and new crops 
of alfalfa and clotver have mff- 
ered. An abundance of snow in 
the eastern .sections of the Pro¬ 
vince maintained soil m good 
conch:ion and prospects there 
are reasonably good. Generdly 
the soil appears to contain suf- 
i.eient immediate moisture but 
warm weather is badly needed. 
Tender varieties of aple trees, 
principally Baldwins, were dam 
aged, others wintered l eas mab- 
ly well. Peach buds were dam¬ 
aged, pear and plum trees c*me 
through satisfactorily. Vine¬ 
yards are backward but gener¬ 
ally withstood the winter. To¬ 
bacco plants under glass are 
backward. Tobacco acreage in 
Norfolk county will )yj reduced 
approximately 25 p.c. 

Maritime Provinces 

Pastures and meadows have 
wintered well nr.I there is suff¬ 
icient moisture in thi ground t» 
provide Q good *eed l>ed. Fruit 
trees have suffered badly Don. 
winter kill. Inlicatu ns point to 
the acreage iin spuds being larg¬ 
er than last year. 

Province of British Co’umbia 

The ground is in pood condit¬ 
ion and seeding is veil advare¬ 
ed. Alfalfa is makbig satisfac¬ 
tory progress Ths acreage be¬ 
ing sown to tomai >es and onion> 
is reoorted slightlv reduced, the 
potato acreage ii i creasvd.

Springs Hotel early in June. 

Tlia success of low cost all-ex¬ 
pense tours in the Canadian Rock¬ 
ies Instituted by Canadian Pacific 
Railway last summer has prompt¬ 
ed the company to repeat these 
four, five and six-day trips dur¬ 
ing the coming summer. Eaoh 
trip affords 126 miles of motor¬ 
ing, and can be made either east- 
bound from Field, B.C., or west¬ 
bound from Banff, Alberta, at 
the convenience of passengers. 

A. C. Leighton, R.B.A., presi¬ 
dent of the government art col¬ 
lege at Calgary, who will again 
this summer hold his summer art 
school for selected students from 
the Province of Alberta at the 
Kananaskia Dude Ranch, near 
Banff, has picked a location sur¬ 
rounded by the most magnificent 
of Rocky Mountain scenery.
